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More Power for the Health Board, 


Members of the Indiana Sanitary and Water Supply association 


iand the Indiana Engineering society, in joint session at Indianapolis, 
a few days ago. Avent definitely on record for the enlargement of the 
scope and the pov.-er of health boards in the state. They iirged among 
other things tl\e at)poin1 inent of full-time local health offieers, with 
broadened powers and Die ei'eatio]i of a sanitary engineering force to 
supervise the operation of water supply and sewage disposal plants 
to safeguard .tlic health of the people of Indiana. 
There was con- 
demnation of the ¡Lieneral ])raetice of dumping sewage in its unpuri- 
iied state into the st,^'eains of the state and a recommendation for more 
adequate strcaiu-pollution laws. 


All this is in line with measures lojig advocated by Indiana health 
authorities, and it is inaiiifestly bound to co)ue sooner or later. It is 
of such trcuiendous impoi'tance, iiovv-ovcr, that, delay seems almost 
criminal. As Th<" Sentinel has fre(|nejitly ])ointed out;, no laws on the 
Indiana statute books have pioven of such real value as have those 
which aim at the conservation of public lu'alth. 
No endeavor in a 
govermncntal Avay has been i)roductive of such excellent results as 
that v.-hich is constantly guarding the public health. This is clearly 
manifest in the absence of epidemic, the lowered death rate and the 
early control of the spread of (contagious disease. In the fa^ie of the 
splendid showing already made there is ample justification for the 
claim that with i/icreased power the health board will be able to show 
stiU greater efficiency. There is apparently a fear in some (piarters of 
the expense involved or of the abuse of power—objections which are 
not well taken. Any effort which conserves human life and prevents 
illness is worth all it may cost, and the type of medical man who is 
today devoting his interest to the cause of public health may be 
safely entrusted with power to insui-e the efficaicy of his work. 
He 
should not lie ham])ei-ed by bai-riers which oi)erate against the l>ro- 
duction of the very best results.

study prepared b.y the National

"Beirut, Smyrna, Alexandretta, Con- 
Btantinople and Trebizond, 
all

ports of tlie Levant and Middle F^'ast, 
number among tbeir most fortunate cit- 
izens 4 h e 
wealthy 
Greek' merchants, 
bankers, and shippers. 
Navigation on 
the eastern Mediterranean and on the 
ASgan sea is largely in the hands of 
the Greeks, and, on the Black sea, they 
successfully divide

Even the interior trade 
of Turke.y-in-Europe and of Asia Minor,, 
is largely upheld by the vigor of Greek 
enterprise.

The ancient 
wood 
stove, 
miinis one leg and with a door that did 
not close tight,' the broken benches, an 
old dictionary, ragged maps and wobbly 
old benches were eons^ned to a hollow. 
She hammered away imtil the patrons 
of the school raised $200 for relitting 
the building. 
A cellar was excavated 
under 
it, a heating plant and

It has long been argued tha long legged 
runners get over ground fastest because 
they take longer strides than short legged 
atliletes and do not have to put down and 
pick up their feet as often. 


This will not always hold true, Judging 
from the manner in which Joe Loomis. of 
Chicago, natio'nal champion at 100 yards, 
was beaten recently by Howard Drew and 
Roy ilorse, botli negroes, in a special 70- 
yard race in New York. 


Loomis measures H feet 4 inches, and 
has a running stride of ten feet. Drew 
measures less than six feet and has a 
running stride of eight feet. 


In a 70-yard race Loomis would have to 
take only twenty-one strides while Drew 
would have to take twenty-six. 
Dre\» 
took five more strides than Loomis and 
was several seconds ahead of the long 
legged athlete at the finish wire. 


Defeat of Loomis by Irwin Mahl, of St. 
Louis, in another match also shows long 
legs will not always give the best results. 
Mahl meastires 5 feet 7 inches, and has a 
stride of 7 feet 5 Inches, 31 inches less 
than that of Loomis, but finished ahead 
of ^he Chicagoans in a 100-yard dash. 


On figures Loomis is nine inches taller 
than Mahl and takes only two steps while 
Mahl takes three. In a race of 100 yards 
Loomis was not able to take his thirty 
strides in as small a space of time as 
Mahl took his forty-one strides. 


The running stride of the average man 
is seven and a half feet. 
horse galloping 
in a race is said to stride about twenty- 
one feet.

"The census taken in 1003 shows that 
the pereentai'e of the population over 
ten years of age who could reatl and 
write in some language was about 4.3 
per cent.; while today J have no doubt 
it is over (JO |)er cent.

The Philippine national 
assembly is elected by the people, and 
the Philippine epmmisslon is now com- 
po.sed of five Filipinos and four Amer- 
icans; so that you see the government 
of the Philippines is now practically in 
the hands of the Filipino people. 


"And my opinion is that my people 
would govern the islands, if given their 
independence, 
with the same

that they are governing them now. 


"As to the .Japanese question, that 
is a very wide oiie. 
There are those

"Personally, 1 do not think 
Japan 
would interfere with tiie Philippines at 
ail, but who can say what any nation 
may or ma.v' not dyV (.'ermanv 
says 
she is fighting to protect her life; 
I'rance 
sa.ys the .same'; 
England the 
same; all the nations at war arc light- 
ing for national existence! 
It docs not 
seem to depend on the size or strength 
of a country Mhether that country shall 
be safe from uossil)le attack. 


"Besides, if tiie 
.«o-called 
.lapanese 
menace is, to kee|) the Phiiippiues from 
self-government now, then they 
never 
can have 
self-government. 


"If the standard that is required of 
the Filipinos to set up an independent 
government is their capacitv to estab- 
lish and maintain a government 
that 
will maintain order, enforce laws, and 
safeguard rights and lives, we are ready 
for self-government now. If we can- 
not do it now, T dp not think we will 
be able to do it in five or ten years."

Saloniki, 
Greece, 
Dec. 30.— (Corre- 
spondence of The Associated 
Press).— 
The temporary 
Serbian refugee camp 
lies in the vacant lot back of the Rus- 
sian hospital. 
For only a short timfi 
ago Saloniki was a Turkish city, and 
as in all the leading towns of the Otto- 
man empiru. each nation with any im- 
portant 
colony had its own hospital, 
its own school?, its own postofiice, as it 
had its own consulate. 
8o there is a 
Russian hospital at Saloniki. 


It is an ijnpo.sing and well-equipped 
Iniilding in an elaborate setting of for- 
mal gardens—such as might 
surround 
the railway station of any prosperoud 
American suburban town. 
In contrast, 
the 
vacant 
lot behind 
the 
hospital 
irrounds is barren, a dumping ground, 
full 
of 
mud holes, 
undrained 
and 
morose. 


Here are pitched some 
twenty-fivn 
tent.s that shelter over twelve hundred 
men. women and children whose whole 
stock of worldly 
posse.ssions is what 
they carried with them on their flight 
from war-fiayed Serbia. 
.Some came by 
train, before it was too late. 
The.v have 
beds, a trnnk or two of clothing to a 
family 
;jossibly an American 
sewing 
inaeliiue. 
l'>ut most fled afoot iji the 
]a.= t 
lioiir.s of Serbia's agony, 
tearing 
their 
peasant 
hearts reluctantly 
from 
their native soil. 
They have the clothcw 
thev stand in. t'erl^aps there is a home- 
spun blanket between two or three. 


From the inside, the canvas of the 
oval 
tents 
shows yellow and opaque, 
under the rain of every day. The ground 
is wet with the continual coming and 
going of nniddy feet, shod onh' with 
ilimsy sandels. 
Badly guttered around^ 
the edges tlie canvas walls of the tents 
let tiny rivulets trickle across the floor 
In some, tho women, haunting the allies' 
docks and cainns. havo salvaged a few 
planks, 
torn 
from I'ox tops. 
These 
¡laiied fogedier serve to raise sleeping 
blanki'ts an'inel! or two 
above tha 
oronnij. 
l.iiM:ry! 
The greater 
part 
have spread tii!-ir wet blankets on tin' 
wet earth. 


The men in the camp by day are old 
---those too old t o fight. 
Or thev are 
tlie maimed relies of battle. 
The Serbs 
who ean fight did not flee. 
They are 
with 
what i- left of their 
country's 
army, still fi' iiling in the mountains f)f 
Albania 
-.omewhere. or on the bordei • 
land of (ireece. 
The women rio not 
ki^ow where they are. 
They do not 
•even know if they live. 
And if they 
be dearl, they will never know 
where 
iliev died - nor whej-e the\- lie buried. 


One tent after another reveals mis- 
ery indescribalile. 
Aionnd their side.s, 
ill the ijouring rain, feeble old men 
clad in pafched rags seek to dam the 
torrents that continually break through 
tlin earfh dykes and seep iiiln the tents. 
OtinMS lie on the ground within. Avrap- 
ped in blankets, too wretched to move. 
The hospital is full of the more seri- 
ously ailing—f.here is no room for tho.se 
who are simplv sligbtlv ill, or weary. 


At one end of a tent, seated on a 
petroleum box as if enthroned, 
is a 
young woman, a shawl <lrawn over her 
head. 
She is rocking to and fro, moan- 
ing. 
Fi'om time to time siie buries her 
face in the torn rag or what \Nas once 
a yellow slip, held clutched in lier lap 
Her shoulders shake with the rythm of 
e.xpresscd grief. 
Old women, s(|uatting 
on Die -gronnri about 
lier in a semi- 
circle at little distance 
fumble at in- 
(•onse(iuent 
tasks, 
chattering 
like 
a 
(hcek cliorus. 
No one speaks to her. 
Only oceasitfnally the cliildren come and 
stand staring with the cruel 
curiosity 
of youth, whispiiring among themselves. 


]ler baby was ill when she left Ghev- 
gheli a wcek a^o. There was no food 
for him on the journey afoot. The bit- 
ter 
wind 
of the Vardar 
valley bit 
througli the inadenuate shawl. 
The boy 
died at last in her arms. 
She had to 
bury him there, in a sliallow gi-ave hast- 
ily dug by a I'rench soldier. 


Snch fairly able-bodied men as there 
arc among the refugees are employed 
by tlie allied army in construction work, 
on 
the 
fortifications 
now 
hurriedly 
buil(iing around Saloniki. 
The French 
l)av them four francs a day, the British 
three—priucely wages, that help the lit- 
tle colony va.stly. 
^leanwhile the Rus- 
sian relief committee has been busil.y 
at work. 
A hundred fifteen thousand 
draciimaes have been collected—a large 
part of the .sum in Macedonia itself—• 
wherewith to feed and clothe th» more 
destitute. 
Princess DemidofT, the wife 
of the Russian minister at Athens, is 
head of the work, herself on the ground 
directing everything, with the assist- 
ance of the. Russian consul at Saloniki. 
JHcr wo I»- 
is the immediate relief of 
those v.iiose misery 
cannot 
wait the 
lojjg process of the establishment of an 
elaborate 
permanent 
refugee camp at 
V^olo, i)ro.jecte(l by the British Serbian 
relief 
committee. 


Night falls. 
The few men creep in 
from their 
work on the French and 
British trenches, covered with mud. The 
lamj). liangijig on a string 
from the 
middTn of the tent, is lit. A few BOI- 
dier.s, Serbians, who have also been at 
work, stroll in, followed by a Serbian 
jjoliceman or two, who themselves are 
the sole guardians of the law in tlffeir 
own camp. The mass of them heats up 
tiie tent notwith.standing the dampneuf.. 
I'our 
unearth 
from a^- corner 
curious, 
wierd-shaped instruments—a huge basa 
viol (hat is played with a pick, not a 
bow; a mandolin .strung, however, lifcu 
a 
guitar: a guitar-shaped 
instrument 
whose doubled strings arc those of » 
mandolin, finally a tinv instrument nf 
bigger than a porridge bowl 
iiif?- 
long neck and a plaintive tenor 
.,.co 
that sings the melod.y. 
The music be- 
gins—the primitive mu.sic of a .simple 
people, in the mindr, with poiffnant re- 
iterations. 


Sonic one in the shadow .starts to 
sing softly. 
Others .join, one by one— 
the infinitely sad voices of those to 
whom music is alone left. Songs, coiisin 
to the minor harmonies of the Russian 
folk songs; 
Slay songs, race 
songs— 
the voice of a people, one and indom- 
itable. 


And far at the end of the tent in the' 
semi-darkness, still rocking to ^and fro, 
to the beat of the music now, the 
mother .sits alone acciistoining lier arms 
to their loncline.ss for the baby she left 
by the sombre road from Serbia.

All this is in lino with measures long advocated by Indiana health 


authorities, and it. is manifestly bound to come sooner or later. It is 
of such tremendous importiinec, however, that delay seems almost 
criminal. As Tin- Scntim-l has frequently pointed out;, no laws on the 
Indiana statute hooks have proven of such real value as have those 
which aim at the conservation of public health. No endeavor in a 
governmental way has been productive of such excellent results as 
that which is constantly guarding tin; public health. This is clearly 
manifest in the absence of epidemic, the lowered death rate and the 
early control of the spread of contagious disease. In the face of the 
splendid showing already made there is ample justification for the 
claim that with increased power the health board will be able to show 
still greater efficiency. There is apparently a fear in some quarters of 
the expense involved or of the abuse of power-—objections which are 
not well taken. Any effort which conserves human life and prevents 
illness is worth all it may cost, and the typo of medical man who is 
today devoting his interest to the cause of public health may be 
safely entrusted with power to insure the efficacy of his work. He 
should not be hampered by barriers which operate against the pro- 
duction of the very best results.

Validity of the Soldiers' 


Wills Supplies Puzzle 


in Germany. 


Berlin, Jan. 25.—(Correspondence

The Associated Press) .—Questions of the 
validity of soldiers' wills, generally 
made in the field, and often in the form J 
of letters home, have given .the .civil 
courts some hard nuts to crack. 
In 


more than one case the perfectly patent 
intention of the devisor has had to be 
ignored because he did not know how 
to draw- up a binding document. 


Two sucli cases have just been passed 


upon, and the verdicts have been oppos- 
ed to each other through sheer accident. 
The first is that of a soldier who wrote 
from the trenches in France to his fian- 
cee, telling her that if he should fall he 
wanted her tn have one half of his 
property, lie sent u second letter to 
her parents which he signed "Your Son 
Fritz." The first was signed "Your true 
-.<>iU." 


By accident rather thnn by design he 


wrote out in one of the letters his full 
name and address to indicate how let 
tors to him should be made out. 
The 


court held that this accidental insertion 
of the full.name legally established the 
identity of the testator, as his signa- 
tures did not. and therefore upheld the 
validity of the letter-will. 


A similar case went the other, way 


because the letter was signed only by 
;i Christian inline. 
A mother sued in 


beliiilf of her daughter 1m liulf of a 
fallen soldier's eslate, on the basis of n 
letter signed only "Hcinrich," and not 
dated from any definite place. Though

GREEK IS CANNY ON 


Widely Scattered Popula- 


tion and Business Inter- 


ests Demand It. 


Washington, 
D. 
C., Feb. 7.—First 


among the reasons offered in explana- 
tion of the tenacious neutrality 
of 


Greece is that of the widely scattered 
Hellenic populations and business in- 
terests in the Ottoman empire. An im- 
portant part of the wealth of Greecj 
is earned by the enterprises of her 
people without her borders, and her 
sons, as captains of Near Eastern in- 
dustry and commerce, have taken a 
leading and. lucrative part hi the ex- 
ploitation of Turkish lands. 
In. illus- 


tration of this phase of the problem 
confronting the statesmen at Athens, a 
study prepared by the National Geo- 
graphic society on the Greek interests 
in the Levant is timely. It reads: 


"From Damascus to Adrianople, and 


from Smyrna to Trebizond, Greek ca- 
pacity for buying and selling, and for 
banking, has-quickened commercial life 
in spite of the heavy,odds of the out- 
worn forms of Turkish administration. 
Throughout this vast territory, where 
western capital and leaders are not to 
the fore, big business is in the hands 
of the Greeks, to-such an extent thas 
plutocracy . in the Levant has almost 
become a matter of nationality. Equip- 
ped" with tlic best training that the 
commercial schools of France and Gcr- 
raany_ can give, with practical experi- 
ence in the big firms" of London, Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna, and with a native 
business acumen equal to that of the 
Jew, the modern Greek has been ab!e 
to carry everything before him in those 
lands .neighboring his country where 
business methods have been, at a stand- 
still ever since the days of Joseph. 


"Beirut, Smyrna, Aleiandrctta, Con- 


stantinople and Trebizond. 
all 
great 


ports of the Levant and Middle East, 
number among their most fortunate cit- 
izens the wealthy Greek merchants, 
bankers, and shippers. 
Navigation on 


the eastern Mediterranean and on the 
/Egan sea is largely in the hands of 
the Greeks, and. on the Black sea, they 
successfully divide this business with 
the Russians. Even the interior trade 
of Turkey-in-Europe and of Asia Minor 
is largely upheld by the vigor of Greek 
enterprise. 


"Greek colonists have followed in the 


wake of Greek business, tho larger com- 
mercial cities of the Ports have acquir- 
ed _a considerable number of Hellenic 
residents since the days of Greek inde- 
pendence. Moreover, there have always 
been large native populations and set- 
tlements of Greeks in the realm of the 
Sultan, outside-of the Grecian penin- 
sula. The whole coast country of Asia 
Minor, from the Dardanelles to the Gulf 
of Adalia, is doited with innumerable 
Creek villages, many of the inhabitants 
of which are the descendants of the 
proud Greek cities that first felt the 
wrath of thc Persians in classic times. 
The Greek language is preserved in 
t»e?e settlements, and they, in their im- 
portance and the number of their peo- 
ple, have-made Greek one of the im-

Jxurcl, for the most part, have looked 
tolerantly . upon his successful enter- 
prise; and, thus favored above his com- 
petitors, he has developed a thousand 
and one lucrative sources of income in 
Turkish lands, and these mean much 
to the welfare of the people in thc 
motherland as they mean to him and to 
the future of all his fellow colonists in 
the5 sultan's realm."

Missouri Teacher Makes 


Over Her Entire Com- 


munity. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 7.—The.ideal 


country school "inarm" in Missouri has 
been discovered by Howard A. Hass, 
state superintendent of public schools. 
Jlrs. Mary Turner Harvey is her name. 
She teaches the Porter 
uchool, five 


miles from Kirksvillc, and is a graduate 
of the state normal of that city. 


Mrs. Harvey was elected 
to 
taka 


charge of the Porter school in 1912 at 
a salary of $50 a month. The district 
comprises about nine square miles and 
is populated by forty-eight farmers and 
their families. 
The schoolhouse itself 


was old and lacked every modern con- 
venience, even for rural schools. Mrs. 
Harvey attacked the schoolhousc the 
first thing. 
Thc ancient wood stove, 


: jinus one leg and with a door that did 
not close tight, the broken benches, an 
old dictionary, ragged maps and wobbly 
old benches iverc consigned to. a hollow. 
She hammered away until the patrons 
of the school raised $200 for relitting 
tho building. 
A cellar was excavated 


under it. n, healing plant and home- 
made water plant put in and new fur- 
niture nnd some library books obtained. 


In a year she has converted a wretch- 


ed old building into a splendid school 
that was the talk of the country and 
drew student visitors from the" state 
normal to view the work of reform. 
Admiring patrons of the school gave 
seven acres of land. 
About this time 


she added a wngon to carry the little 
children from a distance to and from 
thc school and added courses in agri- 
culture, horticulture, and gardening. 


Last year thc little farm protjuccd 


forty _ kinds of vegeiables. twenty-six 
varieties of flowers, nineteen 
shrubs 


and eleven vines. 
Poultry and 
live 


stock were added- She and her ptrpils 
performed all the work ami the farm 
is managed on the community plan. 


Clubs were formed among the boy.-! 


and jrirls and the pretty schoolhouse 
was the central point of all gatherings. 
More useful books were obtained, and a 
music dealer gave a piano to take thc 
place of a wind-broken organ. 
Music 


was added as another feature. 
A home 


economic club was organized among the 
rirls and two of her boy pupils took 
premiums for their knowledge, of agri- 
culture subjects.

"It isn't necessary to have additional 


eugenic laws,'' said Bowman. 
"'If1 tha 


states would enforce the laws they now 
have it would stop the increase in in- 
sanity, imbecility and epilepsy and de- 
crease the number of criminals. Prac- 
tically every slate has a law that pro- 
hibits the marriapc of insane, feeble- 
minded and epileptic. J5ut there is not 
n. state th.at enforces these regulations.

Ancient Method of Doing 


Things in Dark Under 


Fire in Senate. 


By* Gilson Gardner 


Washington, Feb. 7.—A tremendous 


struggle to overthrow the ancient meth- 
od of doing things in tuo dark is im- 
pending in the U. S. senate. The ''ex- 
ecutive session'' in the senate, is used 
to prevent the public from hearing any- 
thing about the qualifications of ap- 
pointees selected by the president, and 
the. secret roll-call which 
determines 


whether or not a nian is confirmed by 
the senate is one, method of dodging re- 
sponsibility to the voters for the acts 
of senators. 


The light to abolish the secret execu- 


tive session has reached a climax in 
the case of the appointment of Georgu 
Rublee to the federal trade commission. 
Rublee was selected by Frsident Wilspti 
last summer while congress wag not in 
session. Now the senal'-j must confir::i 
or reject his appointment. Senator Gal- 
linger, of New Hampshire (the state 
from which Rublee was appointed), iias 
asserted his "rights'1 as a _senator to 
oppose Rublee because the latter 
"personally objectionable." 
Under the 


pleasant fiction known as "senatorial 
courtesy/' it is usual to refuse con- 
firmation to any appointee who is "per- 
sonally objectionable" to another sen- 
ator. 
This is done for mutual pro- 


tection of the patronage system, and 
not because senators love each other 
"You scratch my back and I'll scratcti 
yours" is the principle involved. Thus, 
any senator may block an appointment 
and make the president yield to his per- 
sonal wishes in the matter. If, how- 
ever, a record rollcall vote .could be se- 
cured on any appointee, senators would 
not dare to vote against a. good appoint- 
ment merely because some senator de- 
manded it as a "courtesy." 


Your corresDondent has polled the en- 


tire senate on the question of,whether 
or not the senators will favor making 
the Rublee appointment rollcall a mat- 
ter of public record, as was done once 
before in the case of Winthrop More 
Daniels: through a fight forced by a 
few progressive senators who refused to 
be bound by the "secret session"

So declares Manuel L. Quezon, 
resident commissioner from the Philip 
pine Islands, who. with Manuel Kara 
shaw. represents tlic islands on the floor 
of the house of representatives.

least SOO.OOO voters at this moment. 


"At present all our municipalities ar 


governed by Filipinos elected by the 
people. All our provincial governments 
are administered by Filipinos 
elected 


by thc people. The Philippine national 
assembly is elected b.y the people, and 
thc Philippine commission is now com- 
posed of five Filipinos and four Amer- 
icans; so that you see the government 
of thc Philippines is now practically in 
the hands of thc Filipino people. 


"And my oninion is that my people 


would govern the islands, if given their 
independence, with thc same wisdom 
that they arc governing them now. ,

For only a short time 


ago Salouiki was a Turkish city, and 
as iu all the leading towns of the" Otto- 
man eiapiru. each nation with any im- 
portant colony had its own hospital, 
its own schools, its owa poitpfEs*, as it 
had its OWE consulate. So there is a 
Ku6sia.ii hospital at Saloniki! 


H is an imposing and well-equipped 


building in au elaborate setting of for- 
mal gardens—such as might surround 
the railway station of any prosperous 
American suburban town. In contrast, 
the vacant lot 
behind the hospital 


grounds is barren, a dumping ground, 
full 
of 
mud 
holes, 
andraiued 
and 


morose. 


Here are pitched some 
twenty-five 


•tents that shelter over twelve hundred 
men, women and children whose whole 
stock of worldlv possessions is what 
they carried with them on their flight 
from war-Hayed Serbia. Some came bv 
train, before it was too late. They have 
beds, a trunk or two of clothing to a 
family- possibly an American 
sewing 


machine. 
Uut most fled afoot in tht 


last hours of Serbia's agony, tearing 
their peasant hearts reluctantly from 
their native soil. They have the clothe; 
thev stand in. Perhaps there is a home- 
spun blanket between two or tnree. 


From the inside, the canvas of the 


oval tents shows yellow and opaque, 
under the rain of every day. The ground 
is wet with the continual coming and 
going of muddy feet, shod only with 
flimsy sandfls. 
Badly guttered around 


the edges the canvas walls of the tents 
let tiny rivulets trickle across the floor 
In some, the women, haunting the allies' 
docks and camps, hav0 salvaged a few 
plnnks, torn 
from box. tops.

iraile<l together serve to raise sleeping 
blankets nn inch or two 
above th; 


ground. 
Luxury! 
The greater part 


have Bpre.ad their wot blankets on the 
wet earth. 


The men in the camp by day arc old 


—those too old to fight. Or thev are 
the maimed relics of battle. The Serbs 
who can fight did not flee. They arc 
with what H left of their 
country's 


army, still fHiting in the mountains of 
Albania somewhere, or on the hordei- 
land of Ureecc. 
The women do not 


know where they are. 
They do not 


even know if they live. And if they 
be dead, they will never know' where 
they died—nor where they lie buried. 


One tent after another reveals mis- 


ery indescribable. 
Around their sides 


in the pouring rain, feeble old men 
clid in patched 'rags seek to dam the 
torrents that continually break throu-;:
